THE VIOLENT AGITATION

Mr. Henry 
iVaijiiitli, who was houie Heurelary in 
Lord Itosebery's cabinet, was th(3 first 
Liberal to note the handwriliiig on tlic 
wali, ami bo seized on the opportunity 
in llio letter ptililiaheil in tlie Clironiele, 
already cabled. While Mr. Asqtiilh'a 
letter was pvobatily intend d to show the 
Mai-<iuis of .Salisbury that lie can coiinl 
on lyil-oral supijort, it has also enabled 
Mr. Asquith to bo the instigator of 
aggre8si\e at;tion. 

The consensus of opinion eeems fo be 
that the method of change should be left

GERJfAKi' AND IIUSSIA. 

Wilbelm's Attentions to Uie Czar the Subject 
of Comment. 

Bi:i!i.7N, Sept. 12.— The unusual man- 
ner in which Emperor William feted 

and toasted the Czar when the hitter 
waa iiiGeriiuiny and the frigid tone of 
the latter's resj)onse luis e.xciic.a uni- 
versal attention i ii this coimtry and baa 
aroused in many (nitirU-ra strong tlisap- 
i)roval. Many of the new=i);i])erH point 
out that the sentinieiitH of the tieinian 
I'bn peror towards HuaHiii are not thoae 
stated by the J-;ni|)eror in his siiceolies, 
and the attention and honors shown tlu^ 
Czar are unprecedented and more eflti- 
sive than were ever shown toGermany's 
ally, the Emperor Francia Joseph of 
AiiyLria. 

The newspapers take especial e:tcep 
tion to I'biipcror 'Willip.ni'a spetH-.h, ir 
which he characterized the Russian 
arniy as the most powerful; and thev 
also complain of tlie fact that the Czar 
replied to the Emperor in French, when 
it is well known that His Bussian Maj- 
esty speaks German fluently. So far the 
Czar'a tour seems to have 'ijeen futile, 
has produced misunderstanding, jealinisy 
and reticence, and has catiecd general 
dissatisfaiHion. The nervous twitcliiiig 
of t)i(j face of the Czar was noLiccil 
both at Breslaii arid ICiid, and it ia saitl 
in court circles that this is due partly to 
a feeling of inaecurity created by 'tlui 
noticeable extraordinary ]>recuuli()iia f'u- 
his safety which were taken by the "ov- 
crnnient. During tlie fetes at liree- 
lau came the news of the beginning of 
the retaliatory measures against Ger- 
many, but while they were decidedly 
hostile, Russia's measures are within 
the wording of the treaty stiijulutions 
and are justified, as in the case of the 
German raeaanres, by hygienic and 
aimilai reasons.

THE CZAR IN EXtilAM). 

Elaborate Preparations Making for His Rus- 
sian ■ Majesty's Reception— Its Signi- 
ficance, 

Lqndos-, Sept 13,— The visit o£ the 
Czar to England is eagerly looked for- 
ward to in many circles. When he last 
landed here at the time of the wedding 
of the Duke and Duchess of York, he 
seemed a simple, iinaffecteil boy, enjoy- 
eii himself Ihoronghly and played with 
the little Battenberga at Osborne, etc. 
But now the greatest preparations are 
being made for bis reception at Bal- 
moral. Additional horses, carriages 
and attendants huve been dis- 
patched from the royal stables in 
London. During Ilia Majesty's stay in 
Scotland a four horse hindau with jiostil- 
lions and outriders will be especially 
assigned to his use. It is evident on afl 
sides that Queen Victoria is projecting 
an unwonted lavish hospitality, and that 
his visit will have a political signifi- 
cance. The Marquis of Ualisbury and 
First Lord of the Treasury A, J. Bal- 
four, with the Prince of Wales, and 
membera of the royal family, will he 
guests at Balmoral during the stay there 
of his Russian Majesty.

Li Hung Cliang's Gift to Queen Victoria 
Valued at Five Thousand Pounds. 

London, Sept. 12. — Li Hung dhang's 

presents tojQueenVictoria have just been 
arranged in the billiaril room, Osborne. 
They are valued at £5,000. The Emperor 
of China's gifts comprised an old white 
porcelain vase adorned with red dragons, 
an antique bronze goblet, two antique 
bronze incense burners, two antuitie 
blue green porcelain plates, a magni- 
ficent white jade vase dei;orated with 
cryfiaiithemiims and fir trees, and a rare 
yellow plaetiiie dticoratcd with flowers.

CosH'i'ANTiNoi'i.K, Sopt. 12.— The full 
text of the note which the reprcKcnta- 
tivea of the powers sent to the Sultan on 
August 31 has only just been conimuni 
cated to the press. It is a decidedly 
Strong document, and eaya their remon 
Btrance iB based on positive data. It 
adds that the savage bands, which mur- 
derously attacked the Armenians and 
pillaged their homes, were not the acci- 
dental gatherint^^ of a fanatical people, 
but had every indication of special or- 
ganization ; that it was known to, if not 
directed by, the authorities. The note 
under apccilic clauses gives evidence in 
"support of this, and couciadeH with the 
demand that the instigators and princi- 
pal actors in the tragedies be punished 
with the utmost rigor. 

The Turkish government yesterday 
answered tlie note in a long communica- 
tion. The ministry, in trying to refute 
the charges, practically denied the ocu- 
lar testimony of the representatives of 
the powers, and this is now, with good 
reabon, regarded aa tantamount tu a 
defiance of ICurope. As usual, the Porte 
is relying upon the jealousy existing 
among thi! fiix powcirs to save the Sultan 
once more at the last moment from l)eing 
brought to terms ; and as Abdul Ilamid 
so fre(iaently esi^aped punishment dur- 
ing the coarse of his long and nuich 
troubled reign, he has grounds for be- 
lieving that even now Europe will not 
step in ami put an end to the disgraceful 
state of affaire prevailing in the Turkish 
empire. 

A feeling of the greatest anxiety pre- 
vails in all circles. There is no doubt 
that a crisis of extreme gravity has been 
reached and that the powers are dis- 
cussing tlie deposition of the Sultan, 
that being, apparently, the only means 
of restoring confidence and quiet within 
the Turkish em|)ire. A Brilisli fleet of 
fifteen wurships is oil" the island of Tha- 
soe, within easy sti iking distance, and 
should the emergency arise it is believed 
that Great Britain would not hesitate to 
act alone in the matter, putting an end 
to the present disgraceful state of afl'airs 
if the other powers delay action lo 'long. 

As expected, the extraordinary tri- 
bunal, which has been trying men ac- 
cused of massacreing Armenians on tlie 
streets of this city and suburbs, turned 
out to be nothing more than a white- 
washing court, men who were arrested 
for brutally killing two Armeniana be- 
fore the guard house of the British em- 
bassy in full view of several British otli- 
cials' being acquitted ; and as there is no 
possible doubt ahnui their t;ailt, the ac- 
quittal Is regarded us showiiiii how use- 
less it is to expect the Mussulmans to be 
punished for the crimes commited 
against the Armenians. Thia has 
arou-ed the greatest, indignation among 
the foreign population liere, ami has 
served to greatly increase the feeling of 
uneae^ineHs which prevails on all sides. 

Euro|ii'aiis justly led that the action 
of the extraordinary trlhunal in ac(|uit- 
ting the murderers, whose guilt wa-s so 
fully proved, shows that the peaceable 
residents of Constantinople are aliso- 
lutely without any guarantee that tlieir 
lives or property are safe, and that they 
must henceforth depend almost entirelv 
upon the warships of the powers for 
protection, Such a state of atTairs, it is 
admitted, cannot last any great length 
of time, as business is at a standstill to 
all intents and purpoees, and the im- 
poverished state of the Turkish treasury 
is adding daily to the discontent prevail- 
ing, not only in the army and navy, but 
in Turkish ollicial circles generally.

THE DISCOUNT KATE. 

The "Times" Approves the Increase Made 
by the Bank oi England. 

London, Sept. 12. — The Times yestcr- 
IV said editorially: " Inhere is good 
reason to think that the rise in tlio Bank 
ol England's discount rate could not 
have been much longer delayed without 
a certain amount of risk. The resolu- 
tion of the New York bankers to obtain 
gold artificially in certain contiiiKeu(;iea 
waa wise and ])atriotic. l'"ortunatcly 
there was no need of any artitical impor- 
tation. We're satisfied that the present 
bullion movement is a natural one in 
obedience to the ^normal play of econo- 
mic forces. 

" We calculate that the bank's re- 
serve now should be at least JE31,000,- 
000, and in view of the probable further 
heavy withdrawals, the directors acted 
wisely. It will (,prohabIy not stop the 
drain of gold to America, but it will 
warn business men that the reign of ex- 
cessively low rales is eiuled. It proves 
that the.governors are alive to the neces- 
sity of keeping a much larger reserve 
than waa kejil pMor to IS'JO, and that 
they don't uje.ui that the bank's posi- 
tion shall bi; endaiig(!red by the jiusai- 
bility uf a sutkU'n witli Irawal of a part 
or the whole of the .lapanest? govern- 
menl'a biilance oi X i l,Ouo,UUU." 

The Standard in an editorial joins in 
the general note of approval of the 
bank's action, " us it waa done in a man- 
ner to cause as little disturbance' as pos- 
sible. It IS, therefore, rather to be re- 
garded as a warning." The Standard 
adds: " Whether their action will please 
the Americana is another matter. They 
mnat work out their financial talvation 
as best they can." 

The Daily News says: "It gave a 
mild shock to the city together with 
the idea that the governors nuist pos- 
sess special inlurioation. A little cun- 
sitleruiion shows that it was only a 
milii weather warning to the financial 
world."

News from .Vruienia shows that a very 
serious condition prevails there and that 
further nuissacres are anticipated. It 
is true that the Saltan has caused all the 
governorH to be notified that they will 
Ixi held responsible if oulbreaks involv- 
ing the destruction of property and loss 
of life occur, lint such warnings have 
frequently been issued in the past, and 
they have served more to create disorder 
than to 8iipi)reas it. This would seem 
to be the case in the present instance, 
for while warning the governors as al- 
ready slated, the soldiers have been no- 
tified that thoy are authorized to use 
their arms in self-deience if attackeil. 

London, Sept. 12.— The Right lion. 
W. E. Gladstone has written still an- 
other letter denouncing the Sultan of 
Turkey. In thia eomniunication Mr. 
Gladstone says: " In my opinion .Vhdul 
the Assussin, and not his Mohammedan 
subjects, is the author of the massacres 
from first to last. These atrocities have 
no parallel in recent history. The con- 
duct of Europe is a miserable and dis- 
graceful mockery.' Some sovereigns 
nave given direct countenance and sup- 
port to the assassin. Indeed, the pre- 
sence of eml)assie8 at Oonstantinople is, 
in itself, siilmtantial countenance of sup- 
port to him and his guilty proceedings. 
Coercion, which long ago should hav(! 
been applied to him, might even now l)e 
the meana of averting another series of 
massacres." 

Mr. Gladstone in a former letter de- 
clares: "The use which the six powers 
have made of remonstrance in the past 
year has not been a mere failure or a 
mockery, hut a great instrument of inia- 
chief, lieiauseit was implied that such a 
matter can he disposed of by diacuasion, 
and has thereby supplied wholesale and 
deliberate murder with the only assis- 
tance it wanted, namely, the assurance 
of immunity. In my judgment oven 
silence would be proferabfe to such dis- 
cussion;"

THE VACCINATION COMMISSION. 

To Tur EniToii: — So long ago aa May 
1889 the British government, in defer- 
ence to an ever widening demand, ap- 
pointed a royal coinnnssion to in(|uire 
into the subject of vaccination, and 
working of the vaccination laws. The 
commission was composed of men of ac- 
knowledged eminence in medicine, law 
and parliamentary practice and its presi- 
dent was tiie late Lord Chancellor, Baron 
Hersohell. Nevertheless itH constitution 
gave great dissatisfaction t(.> anti-vaccin- 
ators, for it did not include a single 
representative of the weak-sr side, and 
the moat confident hardly dared look for 
a report in any way favorable to his 
views. It was generally expected that 
the inquiry would hoof sliort duration, 
and that tlie contentions of the oppon- 
ents of vaccination would bo found to 
have so little foundation in fact that the 
question would be diajjosed of, once and 
for all, in accordance with the existing 
laws. 

After a while, however, it bej.;an to be 
whispered that all was not well with tho 
commission; that ollicial medical wit- 
nesses had broken down badly in cross- 
examination ; that ofTicial medical figures 
had been tried and found wanting, and 
worst ot all, that the case presented by 
prominent anti-vaccinators was. of such 
weight and strengtli as'vtb : 8tagg[er the 
commissionera. Scientific 'teatiinbny, 



too, of an adverse nature was put for- 
ward by Professors Creighton and Crook- 
shank in a fashion that admitted of no 
reply from vaccinists. To innke a long 
story short, tho hearing of evidence 
alone, instead of taking a few weeks or 
months, occuoied something like five 
years, and the consideration of the re- 
port has taken two years more, Some 
thne ago the commissioners, in response 
to pressure from all sides, issued an in- 
terim report in which they unanimous- 
ly reeom mended the abolition of repeat- 
ing penalties for the non-vaccination of 
each child, which was equivalent to giv- 
ing up the most oppressive feature of 
tlio compulsory lawsj^ And now we have 
the linal report, practically recommend- 
ing tho abolition of compulsion alto- 
gether. 

This sounds t'r.e death knoll of vac- 
cination ill England, for the idea lhat 
tlie British workingman will have his 
children vaccinated, save under the most 
drastic compulsion, can only bo looked 
upon as a joke. Seven years ago such a 
report as the commission has issued was 
not even dreamt of by the most san- 
guine anti-vaccinator. Time, however, 
brings its revenges in this as in other 
matters. Wii. Gnuio.

The Willajia 
people say that they beat the Al-ki 
through Seymour Narrows and went in 
at Nanaimo to get coal, otherwise they 
would have been in port easily ahead of 
the Al-ki. The Al-ki sails for the North 
to-day.

Sound on Wednesday, during thick 
weather caused by smoke and fog, says 
the Nanaimo Free Press. So dense was 
the •' combination " that a torpedo boat 
attempted to go from the Comus to 
Comox, a distance of ten mileo, in charge 
(if a Denman Islander who thought he 
knew the road. However, he missed it, 
and it took the amateur pilot just 24 
hours to make the round trip of 20 miles 
and return to the steamer, which, how- 
ever, had floated off without any appar- 
ent injury. 

THE OniENTAL TRADK. 

The next steamship on the Northern 
Pacific steamship company's line to ar- 
rive will be the Braeiner. A change has 
been made in the time card which has 
been issued by the American <leparl- 
meiit. According to that stiiedule the 
next steamer to sail from the Orient 
would he the Tacouia, but they now ad- 
vertise the Braemer before the Taconia 
sails. This makes two "extras" be- 
tween the Olynipiaand the Tacoma, and 
evidently shows that Oriental trade is 
on the increase. The Braeiner sailed 
from Hongkong at noon on August 26, 
and ought to arrive here by ttie 20th oi 
this month. The Tacoma ia due here 
tho 28th.

It is probable that all the denizens ot 
Clunatown will be al the outer wharf 
to-morrow evening to see the great Li 
Hung Chang and hia suite take their de- 
parture for the Flowery Kingdom by the 
lOmpresB of China, The steamship will, 
it is expected, be here at her usual hour 
in the evening and will receive several 
passengers, inclusive of a good number 
of Chinese.

Regolatioos for h Workiog of Slreet 
Railways In tlie City of Victoria. 



Whereas tho Council of tho City of Victoria 
deem it neceasary and requisite for the protec- 
tion of tho persons and property of the puullc 
that the Begulatlons hereinafter coulalnod 
shall fie made for operating Street Bailways in 
tlic tUty of Victoria; 

Therefore the JIunlcipal Council of the Cor- 
poration of the City of Victoria oniicts as fol- 
lows; 

1. No car weighing with its passoiigoia more 
than eight and one liulf tons shall be allowed 
lo cross the James Day bridge or the Hock Hay 
bridge, and no such car shall bo porraitled or 
suffered to carry over either of the aald fridges 
moro than SO passengers at any one time. 

:. No car shall ho propelled at a higher lato 
of Fpocd than lour miloa an hour when crossing 
any bvidgo or trestle work, and fchen on a 
bridge or .trestle work no car ahall opproach 
clisser to any other oar than 200 feet, 

3. Should there bo any fqbt passangcra on any 
crossing before the carapproitchca tbesitnio, tho 
car shall be stopped so as to permit such pas- 
sengers to cross, 

4. lilaoh car is to bo supplied witli a gong, 
which shall bo sounded by the motoineer or tho 



driver when tho car approaches to within fifty 
feet of each crossing. 

8. Thevcara shall not be wilfully drivcu 
against any person or antmal whilst being upon 
or orosBlng any of the streets of the city. 

6. No passenger shall be allowed to ride or 
travel on tho roof of auy car.

of each car. 

8. The route through which each car has to- 
run shall be conspicuously marked, allixod or 
indicated in letters on tho ouuideol the car, 

9. After siuisot tho cars shall be provided 
with coloured signal lights, on the front and 
rear of tho roof, and the route shall be Indicated 
In letters on such lights. 

10. Sinokiiig fchall only be allowedon the front 
platform ol closed cars, and the rear seat and 
platform of open cars. 

11. No car shall be allowed to ston on ot over 
a crossing, ot in front ot any inleraectiiig 
streets, except to avoid n collision, or prevent 
danger to persons In the streets, or for otiier uu- 
BYolrtablc reasons, and no curs shall be left or 
remain Iji tho streets nt any time, unless wott- 
ing for passengers. 

12. When it shall be necessary to stop at the 
Interseotton of streets to receive or leave pas- 
sengers, Iho car shall be stopped so as to leave 
the rear platform slightly over the last cross- 
ing. 

Ki. Cfinduclors or raotorneers, or drivors,shall 
bring Die ears to a stop when passengers get on 
and oil cars: Piovlded, however, that tho cars 
shall only be requited to stop at publlo crosa- 
lngs,or at Inlersectlons ol public streets, or at 
such other regular stopping places as may be 
from lime to time llxcd by the ('ompany. 

1-1. There .filuill be a conductor as well as a 
driver or motoriieer ou each car, except on 
such portions of the lines as may be hereafter 
determined by the Corporation. 

15. Tho'oais shall be properly lighted. 

10. The Consolidated Ballway Compsny shall 
keep all Its car traoba free from Ice and snow, 
nng shall remove such Ice and snow to any place 
tbattheCity Engineer or Surveyor shall direct 
The CorpofMtlon may, at its option, remove tho 
it hole, or Hueh part ot any ice or snow from 
curb to curli, os it may see lit, from any street, 
or |>«rt of a street, 111 wliieh cars are riiimlng, 
iiiciadliig tlio snow from the roofs of houses, 
thrown or fallen into the streets, and that re- 
iiioved from tbu sidewalks into the streets, and 
the Company shall pay one-third of the cost 
thereof. 

17. When necessary, in case of lire, tlio Chief, 
or person in charge of the Fire Department, or 
brigade, sbuU have the right to cut or pulldown 
any wires of the Company which obstruct the 
operations of the lireincii, or to direct lliat they 
shall be so cut or pulled down, and also lo re- 
nuire the Company to sto]) the riiiiiiing of its 
cars to or near lo the building or buildings 
H hich may be ou tire, and the Corporation shall 
not bo liable for any loss or damage thus 
caused. 

18. The said Company shall run its cars over 
tho whole of tho streets mentioned iu the 
.Schedule to the agreement in the Act respect- 
ing the Victoria hleclrlc Kailway and Lighting 
Company, Limited, ;i" Victori.1, chap. 03, 
Htauites of Ifriiish ijoliiinbia, ou wliicli tracks 
lire iHiw laiii, or may hereafter be laid, to tOO 
preient city boundary lines on sold stieets. 

19. On orbeioruthe 3Ist of Match, 1897, tlie 
said Company shall provide, to tlio satisfaction 
ot the City Engineer or Surveyor all its cars 
run on uny of llie said streets, with a guard, 
protector or fender upon the front end of each 
car, which guard protector or fender shall ex- 
tend at its foremost point aa no.".r to the road 
bed as shall be practicable, and sliall be ho con- 
striieted and adjusted lhat any person or object 
slriiek by any such car while in motion may 1k3 
cither raised from the ground by the said guard 
protector or fender, and carried along by the 
saidcar until the same oan^be stopped or be 
puslicd from the track. 

20. No jierson, when not in danger of Injury, 
shall voluntarily get up on auy sucli guard pro- 
tector or fender attached to any car, as herein- 
before [irovlded, whetlior Such oar be standing 
still or in violiou. 

21. The said Company, its sucocssors and as- 
signs and its otliclalB and servants, shall con- 
form to and fully carry out all the regulations 
and rules herein contained. 

22. The said Company, its successors and 
assigns, and its nervants and ofhcials shall con- 
form to all such fuTther and other regulations 
as the said Council shall from time to time 
deem requisite or necessary to enact for the pro- 
tection of the persons or property of tho public. 

23. 111 case the said Company shall fail at any 
time to comply with or contraveno any of the 
couditlons or obligations imposed upon it by 
these regulations, the said Company shall be 
liable to and incur a penalty not exceeding ISO 
(fifty dollars) for each and every such contra- 
veutionof any of the said conditions or obliga- 
tions, and the euforeement of this section sholl 
devolve upon the members of tho police force 
of the city. 

21. These regulations may be cited as the 
" .Street Jlaihvay lieguiations liy-Law."

BRITISH COLUMBIA'S MUSEUM. 

Curator Fannin Returns from an Interesting 
Tour Productive of Slucb Valu- 
able Information. 

After spending three months in visit- 
ing and inspecting the greatest museums 
of iMitrland anil America, Curator John 
Fannin has returned home with many 
new and valiial)le ideas for the benefit 
of liritisli Columbia's inuseiiin, but 
lirinly convinci.'d at the same time that 
in the variety, raritv and value of cer- 
tain classes ot exhihils it is second to 
mine in the worlil. Tiie tour from which 
M r. Fannin Inisj'ust roliirned was de- 
(•idiil upon by the goveriiinent in .June 
lust, it beiuL' iigrced that a study of the 
.systems in vogue in tlie most important 
n'luseums of the new and old worlds 
would [irove most advantageous in the 
conduct of that of which British Colum- 
bia is rightly proud, and wliieli owes its 
establisliment, growth and development 
into one of the moat important institu- 
tions of the kind on the American' con- 
tinent chiefly to the unceasing efforts of 
tlie curator. 

It was thouglil, toi', by the govern- 
ment, that an insight into the manage- 
ment and arraiigtMiifiit ol spci-iuiens 
elsewhere would (irove especially v. Un- 
able to Mr. I''aiinin when the time ar- 
rives lor the transfer ot the muaeiiin 
treasuiea to the new building, now 
rapidly Hearing completion. 

Xo fewer than fifteen great musetima 
were vifited by Mr. Fannin in thecourse 
ol his interesting trip, these being the 
Natural History museum and Kedjiatl 
museum, iMontreal ; thelJrown museum 
Liverpool; the Kensington museum, 
British museum, Indian etbibition, Im- 
perial Institute, AVhitechapel museum 
and German street museum — all o.' Lon- 
don J the New York Jfatural History 
museum; the Smithsonian institute and 
United States National museum, Wash- 
ington, D.G. ; the Academy of Science 
and the Wagner museum, Philadel- 
phia; and the Geological and Natural 
History iimseum, i)ttawa. 

I'^veiy where, the British Columbia 
visitor was received with the greatest 
courtesy and conaiileralion, every 
facility being alt'orded him to become 
aciiuaiiUed with the most modern and 
iuijiroved methods of arrangement and 
management. In the Kensington, Lon- 
don, and the New York museum Ihi 
officials were especially obliging, the 
doors being thrown wide open and work- 
shops, books and ofliciala being placed 
unreservedly at Mr. Fannin's commtnid 
in order that the objects of his tri| 
might be assisted to the fullest extreme 

The modern and very effective method 
of grouping animals and birds correctly 
in their natural surroundinuts was one 
department of museum work in regard 
to which Mr. Fannin made special in 
quiriea in the course of his tour 
In London he found that al 
work rif this nature is lelt 
in the hands of experts outside the 
regular museum statfa, but in New York 
the entire system 'was illustrated and 
e-Kphiined to him with the greatest earC, 
the museum authorities even taking the 
trouble to t)tT3vide him with plans, hooka 
and pajiers lo guide him in the develop- 
ment of this branch of the work on liis 
return to Victoria. In the labelling xif 
specimenfi and making of collection cases 
British Columbiti was found to be a little 
behind the times at ]>resent, but will he 
so no lonirer, Mr. l'"annin's ohservatiom 
olaewhere enabling liim topromptly cor 
rect all defects in tliis direction. 

On the whole Mr. l'"annin looks ui)on 
the three months of Ilia travelling as a 
(juarter of a year well spent. He has 
come to the conclusion that as g< 
nractical work is being done in this 
l>rovince as in any other part of the 
world, and has found to his unbounded 
satiHiiictlDn that the fish collection here 
surpasses in interest and value that of 
any other in the World, while the 
mammals of the British Columdia mu- 
seum compare most favorably with 
similar collectiona in great cities.

Ho expects to reach Van- 
couver about 2 o'clock on Sunday after- 
noon. The weather has been most de- 
lightful, particularly on the Pacific 
division, and II is Excellency wag greatly 
impressed with the beauty of the moun- 
tain sceiierv." 

Suiii'rinti'iicient Marpole, nf the Paci- 
lic division, 1 lined Hie pai ty at Donakl 
and receivi'd a warm greeting from the 
aiiibassadm-, who has reciprocateil tlie 
kiiuliiesH of the railway ofliciala by un- 
failing courtesy and constant expressions 
of gratitude. Before coming to C lacier 
your correspondent had an interview 
with the ambas-sador. Mr. Marpole had 
just before been under a long crosa- 
examination on the subject of railroiul 
construction, and this subject waa ui)per- 
most in the Viceroy's • mind when he 
motioned the newspaper man to a seat 
beside him. His JExcellency began by 
asking a few questions regarding the 
length of time occupied in building the 
Canadian Pacific, and the correspondent 
linally ventured to ask regarding the 
construction of the Chinese railways 
wliich are lo be undertaken on an ex- 
tensive scale in the near future. Li 
Hung Chang re])lied that the trunk line 
from Hankow to Pekin would be 2,500 
miles in lengll). He added to this the 
remark; "1 should expect it will jiay 
much larger dividends than the C.I'.U." 

" Why does Your Excellency ao 
think?" asked the reporter. 

'• liecause the Canadian Pacific runa 
through a country very sparsely settled, 
whereas in China our line will run 
through a country which is thickly pop- 
uloted." 

" Has the first experiment in railway 
Ijuilding in China proved profitable?" 
"It has iiaid good dividends from the 

outset," 

" For the railroads to be built in 
China will American contractors bi^ 
given-an opportunity to tender?" 

" No; the contracts will bo let to re- 
apoiiaible Chinese contractors. They, of 
course, will employ Anirfrican or Euro- 
pean engineers aa they see fit." 

" Can you, in China, obtain for rail- 
road construction all the material re- 
quired? " 

"Yes, nearly all. We shall have to 
imiiort locomotives from foreign eoun- 
triea, also wheel car springs, etc. After 
we have obtained a few of the modern 
sleeping, dining and other cars as sam- 
ples we shall build all tiie others we re- 
ipiire." 

" What ia the estimated cost of the 
two thousand live hundred miles you 
propose to b'"ild now?" 

" It will not be aa expensive as to 
build the same lengtli of line in your 
coiintrv for the reason that labor is very 
much cheaiier and so also is the cost (jf 
material. The exiiense, I think, will h.i 
about eighty million taels, which is 
equivalent to about fifteen million 
pounds sterling." 

*' There will also be " queried the cor- 
respondent, "a large amount of tele- 
graph construction?" 

liis Excellency replied : "Yes neces- 
sarily; (I.e telegraph lines already built 
in Cliiiiii have proved very profitable ; 
they have jiaid dividende of fifteen per 
cent. 

" How ari! they managed?" 

" By private companies which, how- 
ever, have government iirolection. 
Lveryime in China uses the telegraphic 
service because onr language ia so con- 
ci.-e and ex[ireBfiive that the cost of tele- 
graphing is more economical than it 
would be in your language. English 
niercliants in China invariably in tele- 
graphing employ theCbiuese language." 

The reporter next asked the question : 
" What does your Excellency think of 
Canada?" 

There was no hesitation in His Excel 
lency's reply: " I consider Canada has 
a great future. The energy and enter- 
prise of the people is well demonstrated 
in the building of the Canadian Pacific 
railway. TIk; competition of American 
transcontinental lines would certainly 
have frightened a peojjle less energetic 
and less conlident of their count^ry's 
future." 

" Have you given conaidiiration to the 
problem of Chinese emigration?" 

The Viceroy replied: "In late years 
Chinese emigration has grown to large 
proportions and must soon be given 
serious consideration. It is a matter I 
do not now care to discuss." 

" In what countries do Gbineac emi- 
granta bust huccihmI?" 

" Under Brit ish rule they receive the 
most just treatment and usually pros- 
per." 

" How do you account for the anti- 
Chinese feeling in the United States?"

A PURELY ENGLISH POLICY. 

No More Massacres of Christians Nor Mos- 
lem Mob Rioting Will Be 
Tolerated. 

London, Sept. 12. — The orders issued 
to the British squadron under Admiral 
Seymour to rendezvous at Salonica in 
Oi:loher are distinctly connectert with 
the cliango in the liritieli policy towards 
the Porte wdiich marked the arrival of 
Sir Phili]) Currie, the British ambassa- 
dor, in Constantinople. Sir Philip, 
without osteiitaliously declaring a more 
active and isolated I'higlisb iiidiiT, eon- 
Vcyeil the impression to the other 
I'luropean diplomats at t'onstanti- 
nuple that henceforth the l'',iiropean 
concert would be adhered to by I'^ng- 
laiid only so far as agrees with a purely 
Fiiglish policy. There must be no more 
massacres of tHiristians nor Moslem 
mob riotings nor incitingB to general 
murder without practical intervention 
by England, with or without the ap- 
proval of the other powers. The game 
which Russian diplomacy played under 
Prince Lobanoff's artful hand, paraly/.- 
ing iill interference with the Sultan's 
misdoings until the time became ripe for 
the utter ruin of Turkey to the aggran- 
dizement of Russia, seems about to end, 

The question asked here is why Lord 
Salisbury so long followed a mereiy ten- 
tative i)olicy, and what caused the 
change to a more pronounced and inde- 
pendent one? There ia no doubt that 
the (iueen's indignation over the Con- 
Btantinoplo massacrea had much to do 
with it. Her Majesty rarely interferes, 
hut when she does, her interference is 
eirective. 

Lord Rosebery, the Liberal leader and 
former prime minister, has written a 
letter in strong terms regarding the 
massacres in Constantinople. This 
communication says: "The ques- 
tion ft far above party consideratiops, 
but is one of common Christianity, 
humanity and civilization, and I do not 
doubt that Her Majesty's present ad- 
visors share with the rest of «b ttie ile- 
testation of a government under which 
such tilings are possible. I think it can 
be accomplished by xiliplomacy better 
than by public meetings. I found my 
hopes on the natural sentiment of the 
yp^ijmg Emperor soon to be among us, 
wb'o has such power and such responsi- 
bility for well doing." 

ENGLISH SOCIETY.
